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WHATS THE NEXT MOVE 

For two year’s the Provincial 
Government has labored toward 
the goal of playing Santa Claus 
to the iK'ople of Alberta in the 
form of a dividend. For two 
years every effort in this.direc¬ 
tion has been a flop. Disappoint¬ 
ment in the cirulation of scrip 
for roadwork, disallowance of 
legislation parsed both last year 
and this; continually haggling 
with Federal officials, and other 
exi>eriences has been the lot of 
the Government. To all intents 
and purposes the dividend, which 
many hoped will come to them 
without effort and thereby per¬ 
mit them to live without work, 
is out. Is it not time that new 
projects were envisioned and 
started on to save the reputa¬ 
tion of the Province and her 
people. 

People of Alberta regardless 
of their political affiliation are 
for Alberta and for the Govern- 
metn in power. Farmers, lous¬ 
iness men, professional men 
and every other class have 
their investments here and 
want to make them safe. In 
view of the lack of progress 
in the course charted by the 
Premier and Cabinet it seems 
that a new tack should be 
made and something else tried. 
We have no quarel with our 
representatives, and are anxious 
to help, but we are not in fav 
or of turning the direction of 
the Province dver to outsiders 
who have no interest, further 
than the wages they get on our 
welfare. Too much money has 
already been spent for experts. 


whose advice to date has been 
worth nothing. Had this money 
been spent in study of our agr¬ 
icultural problems, or on our 
roads we may have something 
to show for it. It might lie con 
sidered at least. 

We are suffering from poor 
roads. One of the men who at¬ 
tended the Tour of Beet Grow¬ 
ers told us that a Montana man, 
and one who knew whereof he 
spoke, stated that their splen¬ 
did road system was built with 
out a cent of cost to local tax¬ 
payers. Their plan is to have 
the Federal Government advan¬ 
ce the |>ortion they give the 
State, then borrow the balance 
from the Federal Government 
and build the road. A 7 cent tax 
is levied on the gasoline con¬ 
sumption of the State, and in 10 
years the people who use the 
road pay for it and the natural 
revenue ol the State pays for 
the things the taxes are levied 
for. Couldn't this line of thou¬ 
ght at least be considered for 
one or two main trunk roads 
at least. There is not a prov¬ 
ince in the Dominion with the 
outstanding natural advantages 
that we have. Why not captal- 
ize on them ? 

Another plan is the policy 
ol the Federal Government in 
providing ready made lams. 
This afyso was spoken of by 
the visitors to Montana. A farm 
is provided with modem home 
garage, chicken house, etc., ir¬ 
rigation ditches and bridges 
sientifcally and correctly built. 
This entire expense s amortiz¬ 
ed over a period of 40 to 43 
years, and in that time 5p.c 
interest each year pays for the 
place and the tamer, while 
lie is paying for the farmstead 
is in a position to enjoy life 
and is not faced with discourag¬ 
ement and defeat from the very 
start. This question might be 
studied out. Acreage is limited 
to 80 or 160 acres and no man 
is allowed to be overloaded. 

These things are worth con¬ 
sidering at least. We are in a 
changing era. New conditions 
must be met in new ways. Un¬ 
der our present system we are

and when completed would give 
hundreds of young men a chance 
to do for themselves.

Mountain Climbing With 
, Floradora 

Flora, th<5 Ford, and Dora the 
dumb trailer have conducted 
your voyageurs since we last 
met over many a perilous trail 
and difficult ascent. When wp 
wrote last week we were near 
the United States border. From 
there wp travelled north and 
west finally reaching the Thomp 
son river. Tiie road d/own the 
Thompson and Fraser rijvers 
whicii finally brought us to the 
coast follows n old Caribou 
Trail. How the Caribou traver¬ 
sed it is beyond me; and we wll 
never know, for strangely enou¬ 
gh there are only elk in the 
country now. Even totiay with 
modern engineering and Flora's 
Fordish stubbornness the trai’ 
was not an easy journey. The 
trail led us from the brink of 
the swirlng Fraser waters, up to 
dizzy heights of almost a mile 
above sea level. The scenery is 
beautiful beyond description, 
but the driver who admires it 
without stopping may be ming¬ 
led with the scenery in a way 
not approved by parents or in¬ 
surance companies.

Take the tip, harassed 
husbands! One other night we 
camped on the grounds of an 
Indian Residential School 1 They 
had a splendid plant that com¬ 


pared favorably with a Boarding 
school in the East It is operat¬ 
ed by the Anglican church and 
it gave us a glimpse of the dif¬ 
ficulties attendng work among 
the Indians, as well as the ach¬ 
ievements realized. All across 
the country we have been im¬ 
pressed with the efforts of the 
Home Mission Boards of our 
churches, as well as the oppor¬ 
tunities for service that have 
not yet been explored. 

While We Sojourn Here 

The Caribou Trail, without its 
Caribou, brings us back to Van¬ 
couver and our little tent on the 
Spanish Banks. We will spend 
almost a week here before wc 
sail for Vancouver Island; from 
the Island we will travel directly 
and quickly through our great 
sister nation, going via Salt Lake 
City and Chicago. 

But while we sojourn here a 
great deal is to be seen and 
learned. Today we covered the 
waterfront. There was one of 
the C.P.R. queens of the Pacific 
to visit—the Empress of Rus¬ 
sia—sleek as an Oriental god¬ 
dess. Near the Empress we 
found the fishing fleet coming 
in, busy as ants, foul smelling. 
At the pier they unloaded sal¬ 
mon, and we saw the red meat 
go into the cans we know so well 
in the East. It is raining today.

Wintering bees 

tall preparations for over¬ 
wintering of colonies are now 
being made at the apiary of the 
Lethbrdge Station. Surplus 
supers of honey are being re¬ 
moved so that all colonies will be 
free of honey supers by Sep¬ 
tember 15th to give the lieea 
time to prepare the brood cham¬ 
ber for winter feeding which 
will begin about the first of 
October. 

After the surplus honey is re¬ 
moved the colonies will be ex¬ 
amined to see that all the em¬ 
erging brood possible is present 
pnd that the colony has a good 
queen. These conditions are nec¬ 
essary for the winter survival 
of the colony. Old bees will not 
live through the winter and a 
colony headed by a poor queen 
has little chance of surviving 

Past experience has shown 
that weak colonies have little 
chance of overwintering so they 
are added to colonies of medium 
strength. The wintering of sev¬ 
eral colonies has not been sat¬ 
isfactory even where a strong 
queen has been introduced. 

At this fall examination most 
of the combs containng pollen 
found in the brood chamber are 
removed, and replaced with 
combs partly filled with newly 
gathered unsealed honey. The 
colony is then fed to bring the 
weight of a standard colony with 
floor board, but with cover re¬ 
moved, upt seventy-five pounds. 
This usually requires from 10 to 
20 pounds of syrup, made of two 
prts of granulated sugar and 
one part of water. 

The pollen combs which are 
removed are stored and given 
back to the colony in the spring 
to stimulate brood production. 

Ten-pound honey pads' are 
used as feeders. Fifty holes, the 
size of a pin are punched in the 
lid, the pail is filled with syrup 
and inverted on top of the fram¬ 
es of brood inside an empty 
super. 

The syrup is always fed warm, 
and gilven in the evening or oth¬ 
er times when the bees are not 


flying, to discourage robbing. A 
strong colony will store a ten- 
pound pail of syrup in about 12 
hours. ,,, 

The feeders and empty supers 
nre removed as soon as feeding 
is completed and the bees are 
packed for winter. 

Winter packing will be treated 
in a succeeding letter.
